Hi  Steve,

From  comments  made  at  the  Stakeholders  meeting  one  could  conclude  that  with  a bulkhead  in 
the  Red  and  Bonita  and  the  development  of  a designed  wetlands  might  provide  the  necessary 
cleanup  for  the  Animas  without  superfund  designation.  Is  that  a correct  assumption?  What  would 
be  the  timeframe  and  process  for  completing  the  bulkhead  and  wetlands?  Where  is  the  funding 
coming  from  and  when  would  we  know  if  it  was  successful?  If  it  doesn't  work  what  is  plan  B? 

I believe  the  Commissioners  are  in  a place  where  they  really  want  to  see  something  happening. 

I think  ultimately  what  the  Commissioners  want  to  know  is  where  are  we  going,  how  are  we 
going  to  get  there,  how  long  will  it  take,  how  much  will  it  cost,  who  is  going  to  pay  for  it  and  if 
we  don't  like  where  we  are  when  we  get  there  then  what  do  we  do. 
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Just  some  simple  basic  questions  of  which  I'm  confident  you  will  have  all  the  answers.
